[PUBLIC— NO.  148} 

ALLOWANCE  AND  DRAWBACK. 

Sec.  171.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  from 
and  aftor  the  date  on  which  this  act  takes  effect 
there  shall  be  an  allowance  or  drawback  on  all 
articles  on  which  any  intornal  duty  or  tax  shall 
have  been  paid,  except  raw  or  unmanufactured 
cotton,  refined  coal  oil  naphtha,  benzine  or  ben- 
zole, distilled  spirits,  manufactured  tobacco, 
snuff,  and  cigars  of  all  descriptions,  equal  in 
amount  to  tho  duty  or  tax  paid  thereon,  and  no 
more,  when  exported,  tho  evidence  that  any  such 
duty  or  tax  has  been  paid  to  bo  furnished  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue  by  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  claim 
tho  allowance  or  drawback,  and  tho  amount  to  be 
ascertained  under  such  regulations  as  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  tho  same  shall  be 
paid  by  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  on  tho  Treasurer  of  the  United  States, 
out  of  any  money  arising  from  internal  duties 
not  otherwise  appropriated:  Provided,  That  no 
allowance  or  drawback  shall  bo  mado  or  had  for 
any  amount  claimed  or  due  less  than  ten  dollars, 
any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing- And  provided  further,  That  any  certifi- 
cate of  drawback  for  goods  exported,  issued  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  law,  may,  under 
such  regulations  a3  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Secrotarv  of  the  Treasury,  be  received  by  tho 
collector  orhisdeputy  in  payment  of  duties  under 
this  not.  And  tho  Secretary  of  tho  Treasury 
may  make  such  regulations  with  regard  to  the 
form  of  said  certificates  and  the  issuing  thereof 
as,  in'his  judgment,  may  be  necessary:  And  provi- 
ded, further,  That  in  computing  the  allowance  or 
drawback  upon  articles  manufactured  exclusively 
of  cotton  when  exported,  there  shall  be  allowed, 
iu  addition  to  the  five  per  centum  duty  which 
shall  have  been  paid  on  such  articles,  a  drawhack 
of  two  cents  por  pound  upon  such  articles,  in  all 
cases  where  the  duty  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
cotton  used  in  the  manufacture  thereof  has  been 
previously  paid  ;  the  amount  of  said  allowance 
to  be  ascertained  in  such  manner  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
uuder  tho  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  tho 
Treasury. 

Sec.  172.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  fraudulently  claim  or 
seek  to  obtain  an  allowance  or  drawback  on  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  ou  which  no  internal  duty 
shall  have  been  paid,  or  shall  fraudulently  claim 
any  greater  allowance  or  drawback  than  the  duty 
aotually  paid,  as  aforesaid,  such  person  or  persons 
shall  forfeit  triple  the  amount  wrongfully  or  fraud- 
ulently claimed  or  sought  to  bo  obtained,  or  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the  election  of  tho 
Secretary  of  tho  Treasury,  to  be  recovered  as  in 
other  cases  of  forfeiture  provided  for  in  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  173.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  following  acts  of  Congress  are  hereby  rcpoal 
ed,  to- wit  The  act  of  July  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty  two,  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide 
internal  revenue  to  support  the  Government  and 
to  pay  interest  on  the  public  debt,"  except 
the  one  hundred  and  fifteenth  and  one  hundred 
and  nineteenth  sections  thereof;  and  excepting, 
further,  all  provisions  of  said  act  which  create 
the  offices  of  Commisssioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
assessor,  assistant  assessor,  collector,  deputy  col- 
lector, and  inspector,  and  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment and  qualification  of  said  officers.  Also, 
the  act  of  July  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  to  impose  an  addi- 
tional duty  on  sugars  produced  in  the  United 
States."  Also,  the  act  of  December  twenty- 
fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled 
An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  internal  revenue  to  support  tho  Govern- 
ment and  to  pay  interest  on  tho  public  debt," 
approved  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two."  Also  the  act  of  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  internal 
revenue  to  support  the  Government  and  to  pay 
interest  on  tho  public  debt,  approved  July  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  excepting  tbo  provisions  of  said  act 
which  creato  the  offices  of  deputy  commissioner 
and  cashier  of  internal  duties  and  revenue  agents, 
and  provide  for  tbo  appointment  and  qualification 
of  said  officers.  Also,  the  tweuty-fourth  and 
twenty-fifth  sections  of  tho  act  of  July  fourteenth, 
eighteon  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  "An 
act  increasing  temporarily  the  duties  on  imports, 
and  for  other  purposes."  Also,  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  eutitled  "An  act  to  prevent  and 
punish  frauds  upon  the  revenue,  to  provide  for 
tho  more  certain  and  speedy  collection  of  claims 
in  favor  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," so  far  as  the  same  applies  to  officers  of 
internal  revenue.  And,  also,  the  act  of  March 
seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -four,  entitled 
An  act  to  increase  the  rovenue,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  together  with  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  inconsistent  herewith :  Provided,  That  all 
the  provisions  of  said  act  shall  be  in  force  for 
levying  and  collecting  all  taxes,  duties,  and 
licenses  properly  assessed  or  liable  to  be  assessed, 
or  accruing  under  the  provisions  of  former  acts, 
or  drawbacks,  tho  right  to  which  has  already 
accrued  or  which  may  hereafter  accrue  under  said 
acts,  and  for  maintaining  and  continuing  liens, 
fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  incurred  under 
and  by  virtue  thereof.  And  for  carrying  out  and 
completing  all  proceedings  which  have  been 
already  commenced  or  that  may  be  commenced 
to  enforce  such  fines,  penaltios ,  and  forfeitures, 
or  criminal  proceedings  under  said  acts,  and  foi 
the  punishment  of  crimes  of  which  any  party 
■thai  I  bo  or  has  been  found  guilty:  And  provi* 
Jed,  further,  That  no  office  created  by  the  said 
acts  and  continued  by  this  act  shall  be  vacated 
by  reason  of  any  provisions  herein  contained, 
but  the  officers  herotoforo  appointed  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  tho  said  offices  without  reappoint- 
ment :  And  provided,  further,  That  whenever  the 
duty  imposed  by  any  existing  law  shall  ceaso  in 
consequence  of  any  limitation  therein  contained 
before  tnc  respective  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
take  effect,  the  same  duty  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
continued  until  such  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
take  effect,  and  when  any  act  is  hereby  repealed, 
no  duty  imposed  thereby  shall  be  held  to  cease 
in  consequence  of  such  repeal,  until  the  respect- 
ive corresponding  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
take  effect:  And  provided,  further ,  That  all 
manufactures  and  productions  on  which  n  duty 
was  imposed  by  cither  of  the  acts  repealed  by 
this  act,  which  shall  be  in  possession  of  the 
manufacturer  or  producer,  or  of  his  agent  or 
agents,  OB  the  day  when  this  act  takes  effect,  the 
duty  imposed  by  any  such  former  act  not  having 
been  paid,  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  have  been 
manufactured  or  produced  alter  said  date;  and 
whenever  by  the  terms  of  this  act  a  duty  is  im- 
posed upon  any  articles,  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise manufactured  or  produced,  upon  which 
no  duty  war  imposed  by  cither  of  said  former 
acts,  it  shall  apply  to  such  as  were  manufactured 
or  produced  and  not  removed  from  the  place  of 
manufacture  or  production,  on  the  day  when 
this  act  takej  effect :  And  provided,  further, 
That  no  no  direct  tax  whatsoever  -bull  be  asses- 
sed or  collected  under  this  ei  any  other  act  of 
Congress  heretofore  passed,  until  Congress  shall 
enact  another  law  requiring  such  assessment  and 
collection  to  be  made;  but  this  shall  not  bo  con- 
strued to  repeal  or  postpone  tho  assessment  or 
collection  of  tho  first  direct  lax  lovied,  or  which 
should  be  levied,  under  the  act  entitled  * 1  An  act 
to  provide  incren-ed  revenue  from  imports  to  pay 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  for  other  purpo* 
sos,"  approved  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-one,  nor  in  any  way  to  affect  the 
legality  of  said  tax  or  or  any  process  or  remedy 
provided  in  said  acts,  or  any  other  acts,  for  the 
enforcement  or  collection    of  the   same  in  any 


State  or  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of 
Columbia;  but  said  first  tax,  and  any  such  pro- 
cess or  remedy,  shall  continue  in  all  respects  in 
force,  anything  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Sec.  174.  And  beit  further  marled.  That  tho 
•aid  Commissioner  Internal  of  Revenue,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  tho  Treasury,  is 
authorized  to  make  all  such  regulations  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  as  may  become  nec- 
essary by  reason  of  tho  alteration  of  the  laws 
in  relation  to  internal  revenuo,  bf  virtue  of  this 
act. 

Sec.  175.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
one  hundred  and  nineteenth  section  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  internal  revenue  to 
support  the  Government  and  to  pay  interest 
on  the  public  debt,"  approved  July  first,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  remain  in  full 
force. 

Sec.  176.  And  be  it  further  enactt  d.  That  when 
any  tax  or  duty  is  imposed  by  law, and  the  mode 
or  time  of  assessment  or  collection  is  not 
thorein  provided,  the  samo  shall  bo  estab* 
lished  by  regulation  of  the  Secretarv  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec.  177.  And  it  be  further  enacted,  That  every 
collector  to  whom  any  duty  upon  cotton  shall  be 
paid  shall  mark  the  bales  or  other  packages  upon 
which  the  duty  shall  have  been  paid  in  such 
manner  as  may  clearly  indicate  the  payment 
thereof,  and  shall  giv<-  to  the  owner,  or  other 
porson  having  charge  of  such  cotton,  a  permit 
for  the  removal  of  the  same,  stating  therein  tho 
amount  aud  payment  of  [the]  duty,  the  time  and 
place  of  payment,  the  weight  and  marks  upon 
the  bales  and  packages,  so  that  the  same  may  be 
fully  identified.  Whenever  any  cotton,  the  pro- 
duet  of  the  United  States,  shall  arrive  at  any 
p  >rl  of  tne  United  States  from  any  State  in  in- 
surrection against  the  Government,  the  assessor 
or  assistant  assessor  shall  immediately  assess  the 
taxes  due  thereon,  and  shall,  without  delay,  re- 
turn the  same  to  the  collector  or  deputy  collector 
of  said  district,  and  tbo  said  collector  or  deputy 
collector  shall  demand  of  the  owner  or  other 
porson  having  chargo  of  such  cotton  the  tax  im- 
posed by  this  act  and  assessed  thereon,  unless 
evidenco  of  Drevious  payment  of  such  tax  shall 
be  produced,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue,  by  the  direction 
of  tho  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  shall  from 
time  to  time  prescribe;  and  in  case  the  tax  so 
assessed  shall  not  be  paid  to  such  collector  within 
ten  days  after  demand ,  the  collector  or  deputy* 
collector,  as  aforesaid,  shall  institute  proceed- 
ings for  the  recovery  of  the  tax,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  which  said  tax  shall  be  a  lieu  upon 
said  cotton  from  the  timo  when  said  assessment 
shall  bo  made:  Provided,  That  all  cotton  sold 
by  or  on  account  of  the  Government  of  tho  United 
States  shall  bo  free  aud  exempt  from  duty  at  the 
time  of  and  after  the  sale  thereof,  and  the  same 
shall  be  marked  free,  and  the  purchaser  furnish- 
ed with  such  a  bill  of  sale  as  shall  clearly  and 
accurately  describe  the  same,  which  shall  be  deem 
ed  and  taken  to  be  a  permit  authorizing  the  sale 
or  removal  thereof. 

Sec.  178.  And  be  it  further  •  uavttd,  That  con  ■ 
buIs  of  foreign  countries  in  tho  United  States, 
who  are  not  citizens  thereof  ,  shall  be,  and  here- 
by are,  exempt  from  any  income  tax  imposed  by 
this  act  which  may  be  derived  from  their  official 
emoluments,  or  from  property  in  such  countries  : 
Provided,  That  tho  Governments  which  such  con- 
suls may  represent  shall  extend  similiar  exemp- 
tion to  consuls  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  179.  And  be  it  further  cnortcd.  That  where 
it  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  act,  it 
shall  bo  the  duty  of  tho  collectors,  in  their  re- 
spective districts,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized, 
to  prosecute  for  the  recovery  of  any  sum  or  sums 
that  may  be  forfeited  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and 
all  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  which  may  bo 
imposed  or  incurred  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall 
and  may  bo  sued  for  and  recovered,  where  not 
otherwise  herein  provided,  in  the  United  States, 
in  any  proper  form  of  action,  or  by  any  appro- 
priate form  of  proceeding,  before  any  circuit  or 
district  court  of  the  United  Slate*  for  the  dis- 
trict within  which  said  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeit- 
ure may  have  been  incurred,  or  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction;  and  where  not  other- 
wise herein  provided  for,  one  moiety  shall  bo  to 
tho  use  of  the  person  who,  if  a  collector,  shall 
:ir  t  inform  of  tho  cause,  matlur,  or  thing  where- 
by any  such  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  shall  have 
been  incurred,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of 
the  United  Statos.  And  the  several  circuit  and 
district  courts  of  the  United  States  shall  have 
jurisdiction  of  all  offences  against  any  of  tho 
provisions  of  this  act  committed  within  their 
several  districts. 

Sec.  ISO.  And  bf  it  further  macted,  That  if  any 
person  liable  and  required  to  pay  any  tax  upon 
any  article,  goods,  wares,  merchand.se,  or 
manufactures,  as  herein  provided,  shall  sell,  or 
cause  or  allow  the  samo  to  bo  sold,  before  the  tax 
to  which  such  article,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,

And  if  any  such 
article,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  manufac- 
ture has  been  paid  for,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
sum  so  paid  shall  be  deemed  forfeited,  and  any 
person  who  will  sue  for  the  same  in  an  action 
of  debt  shall  recover  of  the  seller  the  amount  so 
paid,  one  half  to  his  own  use  and  the  other  half 
to  tho  use  of  the  United  Mates. 

Sec.  181.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted,  That  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  expen- 
ses incident  to  carrying  into  effect  the  various 
acts  connected  with  internal  rovenue  which  arc

Davis 
and  his  sympathizers!  "Negro  on  the 
brain"  has  become  a  chronic  disease!  They 
like  the  negro  a  great  deal  baiter  than  the 
poor  white  man!  They  talk  about  liberty 
They  are  for  enslaving  the  poor  white  iran  I 

They  talk  about  liberty  of  the  press  and 
of  speech  '  Do  you  suppose,  if  Kentucky 
was  thrown  into  the  Southern  Confederacy, 
there  would  be  any  liberty  of  speech,  or  the 
press,  on  the  negro  question  ?  There  never 
has  yet  been  any  of  it  in  the  seceded  States, 
and  if  they  succeed  there  will  be  less.  There 
never  has  been  any  of  it  in  Kentucky  until 
now;  and  that  is  what  excited  Jeff.  Davis' 
minions!  Let  them  get  Kentucky  into  the 
Southern  Confederacy,  we  will  then  see  the 
hvpocracv  of  their  cant  about  free  speech 
ahd  free' press.  The  poor  white  man,  who 
will  permit  himself  to  be  deluded  into  the 
eupport  of  the  party  that  is  endeavoring  to 
Jisaolve  this  Union,  and  io  throw  Ken- 
lucky  into  the  Southern  Confederacy.de- 
serves  to  be  a  slave.

The  Covington  ISmrutc. 

The  leading  anti-L7nion  organ  of  this  State, 
the  Louisville  Journal,  is  striving  to  make 
capital  out  ol  a  little  emeute  thatoccured  iu 
Covington  a  few  days  since,  when  George  E. 
Pugh  undertook  to  make  a  speech  at  a 
McClellan  and  Pendleton  meeting,  one  of 
the  officers  of  which  at  least  was  a  blatent 
secessionist.  The  facts  are  as  we  give  them 
below,  copied  from  the  statement  made  to 
the  Cincinnati  Gazette,  and  which  we  are 
assured  is  essentially  correct, — palliatiug 
rather  thau  overstating  Pughs  conduct.  Pugh 
was  drunk.  The  Journal  can  make  the  most 
of  such  affairs  ;  but  we  can  tell  it,  the  sol- 
diers will  not  quietly  hear  themselves  and 
officers  abused  by  such  rebels  Of  George  E. 
Pugh,  even  with  the  Jourual  to  back  him  : 
Mr.  Pugh  started  out  by  declaring  that  our 
victories  were  mere  telegraphic  lies,  used  to 
keep  spirit  and  courage  up  among  the  Abo- 
litionists, He  stated  that  Kentucky  was 
ruled  by  a  tyranical  hand,  and  indulged  in 
very  insulting  and  sneering  remarks  about  the 
soldiers— spoke  of  "Beast  Butler"  au.l  "Brute 
Burbridge,"  and  used  many  other  ungentle- 
manly  and  vulgar  epithets.  There  were  quite 
a  number  of  soldiers  of  the  Invalid  Corps, 
from  the  Main  Street  U.  S.  General  Hospital 
preseut,  aud  when  thev  heard  such  officers 
as  Gene.  Butler  and  Burbridge  villified,  were, 
of  course,  quite  indignant.  A  soldier  Irom 
Sherman's  army  who  had  receieved  a  terri- 
ble wound  in  the  lace  from  a  rebel  bullet 
shouted  out,  when  he  heard  Mr.  Pugh  char- 
acterize the  rebels  as  Southern  brethren  "7 
have  been  there,  they  put  a  bullet  through 
my  jaw,  and  I  don't  consider  them  'brethren,' 
but  I  consider  you  a  traitor."  Mr  Pugh 
retorted  in  a  very  vulgar  style,  and  soon  the 
soldiers  became  very  much  exasperated,  and 
but  for  the  counsels  of  a  number  of  Union 
citisenSj  would  have  probably  attempted  to 
inflict  personal  violence  upon  the  speaker 
At  this  point  in  the  meeting,  the  shouts  ol 
the  soldiers  and  a  few  Union  men  who  were 
present,  for  Lincoln  and  Johnson,  were  eo 
loud  and  continned,  that  Mr.  Pugh  found  it 
impossible  to  make  himself  heard,  and  re- 
tired from  the  stand.  The  crowd  began  to 
disperse,  when  some  of  the  soldiers  tore 
down  the  speakers  stand,  and  placing  the 
boards  around  the  McClellan  pole,  set  tire  to 
them.  The  pole  did  not  burn  very  fast,  and 
was  finally  chopped  down  with  axes. 


Soldiers  Voting  Law. 

Wc  subjoin  the  law  enabling  the  soldiers 
ol  Kentucky  to  vote  for  President  and  Yice 
President  of  the  United  States 

'  An  act  regulatiug  the  manner  of  soldiers 
voting  lor  Electors  of  President,  and  Vice 
President  of  the  Untied  States,  within  and 
without  this  State 

Be  it  enacted,  <tc:  %  1.  That  all  qualified 
voters  of  this  State  who  shall  be  in  the  ac- 
tual military  service  of  the  United  States,  or 
ol  this  State,  either  within  this  State  or 
without  the  same,  on  the  day  of  the  next 
Presidential  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  at  the  election 
to  be  held  pursuant  to  law  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November 
next,  for  the  election  of  electors  of  President 
and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  at 
any  voting  precinct  in  this  State,  whether 
resident  therein  or  not,  and  those  at  that 
time,  out  of  the  State,  at  the  several  posts 
camps,  or  places  where  the  regiment,  or  bat 
tery  of  artillery,  or  part  of  a  regiment,  not 
less  than  one  company,  under  a  separate 
command,  to  which  such  voters  belong,  may 
be,  on  that  day,  as  fully  as  if  such  voters 
were  present  at  the  several  precincts  in  this 
State  in  which  such  election  may  be  held, 
and  in  which  such  voters  would  be  entitled 
to  vote,  any  provisions  of  law  now  in  force 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  :  Provided, 
That  the  word  "company,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  not  be  held  or  construed  so  as  to 
prohibit  the  members  of  any  company  or 
battery  of  artillery  present  for  duty  at  any 
post,  camp,  or  place  in  which  such  company 
or  battery  may  be  stationed,  from  exercising 
the  privileges  authorized  by  this  act,  al 
though  the  members  of  said  company  or 
battery  of  artillery  so  present,  shall  be  less 
in  number  than  the  minimum  number  re 
quired  to  organize  a  company  or  battery  of 
artillery. 


§  2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  ol 
the  preceding  section,  elections  m?.y  be  held 
at  the  several  posts,  camps,  or  places  in  said 
section  mentioned,  which  elections  shall  be 
conducted,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  not  in- 
consistant  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  election  laws 
of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  vote  shall  betaken  by  regiments 
whenever  it  is  practicable  to  convene  the 
larger  part  of  the  regiment,  and  the  three 
ranking  officers  of  each  regiment  shall  act 
as  judges  of  the  election — otherwise  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  companies,  and  when 
taken  by  companies  the  three  ranking  offi- 
cers in  each  company  of  infantry,  cavalry 
or  battery  of  artillery,  shall  act  as  judges  ol 
the  election  held  under  this  act.  In  case  ol 
the  absence,  or  inability,  or  refusal  to  act  of 
any  ol  the  officers  hereinbefore  named,  their 
duties  as  judges  of  election  shall  be  perform- 
ed by  the  officer  or  officers  next  in  rank. 
The  officer  highest  in  rank,  acting  as  judge 
of  election,  in  such  company,  or  regiment 
or  battery  of  artillery  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  board  of  judges.  The  judges  of  each 
company,  or  regiment,  or  battery  of  artille- 
ry bhall  make  a  separate  canvass  and  state- 
ment of  the  result,  in  writing,  of  the  votes 
cast  by  such  company,  or  regiment,  or  bat- 
tery of  artillery  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  regimental  and  staff  officers  of  each 
regiment  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  polls 
opened  in  any  company  of  the  regiment  to 
which  they  belong. 

§  4.  The  officers  who  shall  act  as  judges 
under  this  act,  shall  appoint  a  qualified  voter 
to  act  as  clerk  of  the  election. 

8  5.  Previously  to  receiving  any  votes, 
the  judges  and  clerk  of  the  election  shall 
saverally  take  au  oath  or  affirmation,  that 
they  will  support  the  constitution  ot  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
and  will  impartially  perform  their  duties  as 
judges  or  clerk,  according  to  law,  and  will 
earneastlv  endeavor  to  prevent  all  fraud,  de- 
ceipt,  or  abuse  in  conducting  the  same  ;  said 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  either  printed 
or  in  writing,  or  part  printed  and  partly 
written,  shall  be  subscribed  and  rank  given 
by  the  person  taking  the  same,  and  may  be 
administered  by  either  of  said  judges,  and 
shall  be  annexed  to,  and  returned  with,  the 
poll  lists,  as  hereinalter  provided. 

§  0.  The  polls  of  the  election  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  at  such  hours  as  the 
judgis  shall  agree  upon:  Provided,  That 
sufficient  time  shall  be  given  for  all  voters 
in  the  regiment,  company  or  battery,  to 
vote. 

g  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  judge  ol 
elections,  and  the  privilege  of  each  voter,  to 
challenge  any  person  offering  to  vote,  when 
he  shall  know,  or  have  any  reason  to  sus- 
pect or  believe  that  such  person  is  not  a 
qualified  voter,  and  to  every  person  chal- 
lenged by  any  judge  or  qualified  voter,  one 
of  the  judges  shall  administer  an  oath  that 
he  will  true  answer  make  to  all  questions 
touching  his  residence  and  qualifications  as 
a  voter  at  the  election,  and  the  same  ques- 
tions in  substance  shall  be  put  and  the  same 
proceedings  had,  as  may  be  required  at  gen- 
eral elections  in  this  State. 

I  8.  The  judges  shall  see  that  order  is 
maintained,  and  that  each  voter  be  permit- 
ted to  go  to  the  polls  and  vole,  without 
intimidation  or  restraint,  for  the  men  of  his 
choice. 

§  9.  The  clerk  shall  krepcorrect  poll  lists, 
containing  the  names  of  all  the  persons 
voted  for,  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
voting,  and  the  county  of  his  residence  op- 
posite his  name  and  vote,  which  lists  shall 
be  certified  by  the  judges,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  and  the  clerk,  as  correct  and  true  ac- 
counts of  the  proceedings  therein  mention- 
ed. 

I  10.  After  the  polls  are  closed,  the  judges 
shall  canvass  the  votes  cast,  and  shall  make 
a  statement  of  the  result  in  writing,  at  the 
close  oi  uie  poll  list;  and  said  statement 
shall  be  signed  by  the  judges  and  clerk,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
and  of  the  law  relating  to  the  general  elec 
lions  of  this  Slate,  and  shall  certify  whether 
or  not  the  election  was  free,  and  the  voters 
permitted  to  vote  without  illegal  constraint 
or  lorce,  and  if  any  illegal  influence  or  con- 
straint was  used  to  influence  the  voters  or 
any  of  them,  to  state  the  facts  fully  in  the 
certificate.  Such  poll  shall  be  counted  or 
rejected,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  from  the 
facts  stated  the  board  of  examiners  shall 
deem  just.  Said  poll  lists,  so  certified,  shall, 
under  seal,  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor. 
One  copy  of  the  aforesaid  statement,  duly 
certified  to  be  correct  by  the  judges,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall,  under  seal,  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  like 
copy  to  the  Attorney  General.  Said  poll-lists 
and  certificates  may  be  transmitted  by  mail 
or  otherwise,  and  the  officer  receiving  the 
aine  shall  certify  on  the  envelope  containing 
it  the  mode  by  which  it  came,  aud  its  condi- 
tion when  received — stating  whether  the 
.same  came  scaled  or  open,  and  whether  or 
not  it  had  been  sealed. 

\  11.  Any  person  who  shall  vote  at  any 
election  held  under  this  act,  who  shall  not 
be  a  qualified  voter  under  the  laws  of  this 
Slate,  shall  be  proceeded  against,  in  all  re- 
spects as  though  he  had,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, violated  the  election  laws  within  the 
boundaries  of  ibis  State,  at  any  general  elec 
tion,  and  be  punished  accordingly. 


\  12.  The  poll-lists  or  certificates  afore- 
said, when  received  by  the  Governor,  Secre- 
tary of  State  and  Attorney  General,  and  in 
the  absenc,'  of  either  of  them,  the  Auditor, 
or  any  two  of  them,  shall  in  all  respects  be 
examined,  and  the  voters  therein  set  down 
and  counted  as  a  portion  of  the  votes  of  this 
State  precieely  the  same  as  those  received 
from  the  board  of  examiners  of  poll  books 
of  a  county  in  this  State;  and  said  voters 
shall,  in  all  respects,  be  as  legal  and  valid 
as  those  for  the  same  purpose,  cast  at  any 
precinct  within  the  State. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  prepare  suitable  blanks  for  car- 
rying into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  transmit  a  sufficient  number,  together 
with  a  copy  of  this  act,  accompanied  with 
such  extracts  from  the  general  election  laws 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  judges  to 
perform  their  duties  under  this  act,  to  the 
captain  or  commanding  officer  of  each  com- 
pany, and  battery  of  artillery,  with  such 
printed  instructions  as  he  may  deem  neces.

Clellan's  letter  of  acceptance  : 

There  is  in  Gen.  McClellan's  letter  subject 
of  remark  in  regard  of  its  modesty  and  good 
taste  It  is  addressed  to  the  public,  but  it 
had  its  inspiration  in  the  echoes  of  a  narrow 
coterie,  whose  adulation  of  their  idol  has 
shut  out  from  his  ears,  during  months  past, 
every  accent  of  sober  judgment  and  of  honest 
warning. 

That  platform  was  beggarly  enough,  God 
knows.  It  was  not  a  Democratic  platform  I 
But  it  was  a  condition  fixed  for  his  acceptance 
or  for  his  rejection  of  the  Chicago  nomina- 
tion. We  put  it  directly  to  Gen.  McCJellan, 
appealing  to  the  honor  he  had  as  simple 
Captain  McClellan,  that  he  must  accept  this 
platform,  or  reject  the  nomination  Let  him 
not  consult  Belmont  or  Barlow,  or  Marble, 
or  any  other  feeble  incapable,  about  it!  Let 
him  judge,  on  the  judgment  of  Captain  Mc 
Clellan  of  the  First  United  States  Cavalry, 
who,  if  not  rich,  nor  promised  riches  was  a 
gentleman*  He  cannot  accept  good  on  false 
pretences — and  a  Democratic  nomination  is 
good  !

If  he 
is  an  honorable  and  a  truthful  man,  he  must 
withdraw  his  acceptance  of  a  nomination 
that  he  has  souglitjto  separate  Irom  its  condi- 
tions' On  his  programme  we  know  he  can 
not  carry  two  States  of  all  the  late  Union.

We  have  recently  given — says  the  Louis- 
ville Union  Press — some  quotations  from  the 
"Journal''  showing  its  opinions  of  the  lead- 
ing McClellanites  of  this  State  no  longer 
since  than  August,  1S63. 

Occasionally  these  Wicklitl'e  Democrats, 
who  are  now  loud-mouthed  for  McClellan, 
would  strike  back  in  the  face  of  the  Jour- 
nal quite  vigorously.  The  Journal  denounc- 
ed Wickliffe  and  Harney,  and  Wolfe  and 
Bullock,  as  secessionists  and  rebels  of  the 
meanest  son.

The  author  of  tb  subjoined  article  is  rep- 
resented as  in  every  respect  a  worthy  and 
reliable  man  His  production  has  been  be- 
fore the  public  for  over  two  weeks,  and  we 
have  seen  no  attempt  to  invalidate  it: 
To  the  Members  of  the  Xational  Union  Club, 

Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  :  I  am  in  possession  of  your 
note,  in  which  you  ask  me  if  I  remember 
having  made  certain  assertions  at  the  rooms 
of  the  National  Union  Club  in  January 
last,  on  mv  return  from  the  rebel  lines, 
iu  regard  to  General  George  B.  McClellan 
and  Clement  L.  Vallandigham,  and  de- 
siring to  know  if  I  would  reiterate  said  state- 
ment. 

I  recol'ect  perfectly  well  having  made  cer- 
tain statements  in  regard  to  the  two  persons 
named,  and  in  presence  of  several  members 
of  the  Club. 

In  response  to  you  inquiry  if  1  would  re 
peat  said  statement,  I  will  answer  you  by 
saying:  First,  That  while  the  battle  before 
Richmond,  Virginia,  in  1802,  was  still  pro- 
gressing, and  immediately  after  Gen.  Mc 
Clellan  had  fallen  back  from  before  that 
city,  in  company  with  a  friend,  an  officer  in 
the  rebel  service  who  was  prevented  from 
joining  his  command  in  the  night  in  ques- 
tion, on  account  of  a  wound  received  at  the 
battle  of  Seven  Pines,  and  being  provided 
with  a  special  permit  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment at  Richmond,  I  visited  the  fortifica- 
tions around  Richmond,  and  advanced  to  a 
distance  of  about  two  miles  north  of  that 
city,  where  we  met  Col.  Gayle,  of  the  1 2th 
Alabama  (rebel)  Regiment,  who  was  a  par- 
ticular friend  of  the  officer  in  whose  com- 
pany I  was;  also  Lieut.  Col  Pickens  of  the 
same  regiment,  with  whom  I  had  the  ad. 
vantage  of  a  personal  acquaintance.  The 
Colonel  was  superintending  the  disinterment 
of  a  number  of  cases  of  U.  S.  rifles  which 
lay  buried  in  ihe  ground  and  in  rows  the  soil, 
heaped  over  them  as  if  they  were  graves 
Four  of  thecasesof  rifles  were  already  un- 
buried  when  I  reached  the  spot,  and  I  had 
the  (to  me  unpleasant)  satisfaction  of  hand- 
ling some  of  those  guns,  which  had  already  ' 
been  taken  out  of  those  cases. 

I  heard  Col.  Gayle  say  that  the  interment 
of  these  guns  was  known  at  the  War  Depart- 
ment (Rebel)even  belore  McClellan's  retreat 
from  before  that  city. 

On  the  inquiry  of  my  friend  and  Dr.  Kelly, 
of  the  rebel  army,  from  Colonel  Gayle,  if 
he  thought  it  had  been  intended  that  said 
guns  sho-:ld  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Con. 
federates  the  Colonel  answered  in  the  affirm- 
ative, and  concluded  by  saying,  "Mac's  al) 
right." 

Not  more  than  a  hundred  yards  distant 
from  this  spot  Lieut.  Col.  Pickens  pointed 
out  to  me  a  number  of  ambulances — two  hun- 
dred and  ten  in  number — and  said  he  had 
assisted  at  their  capture,  and  that  when  cap 
lured,  the  horses  belonging  to  said  ambu- 
lances were  hitched,  some  to  trees  and  some 
to  the  rear  of  the  ambulances.  As  I  was 
then  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States,  it 
was  my  business  to  gather  as  much  informa 
tion  in  regard  to  military  matters  as  possible, 
and  on  my  inquiry  of  Col.  Pickens  if  he 
thought  these  ambulances  had  been  intended 
to  be  in  the  same  "bargain"  as  the  rifles,  he 
said:  "1  don't  see  what  else  they  should 
have  been  intended  for,  (or  they  were  just 
where  you  see  them,  and  the  horses  hitched 
as  you  see  them,  while  the  fight  was  going 
on  right  here." 

Presently  some  whisky  was  handed  round, 
and  we  all  drank  a  toast  to  "Little  Mac." 

About  the  month  of  April  of  the  same  year, 
as  I  was  going  from  Richmond  to  Mobile,  in 
company  with  Lieut.  Willi  and  Dr.  Knoed, 
of  Missouri,  and  Dr.  Fontleroy,  of  Virginia, 
the  two  latler  gentlemen  being  of  the  rebel 
General  Price's  staff",  we  met  with  Brigadier 
General  Watson,  of  Alabama.  Gen.  Wat- 
son said  in  my  presence  that  then,  or  at  any 
time  after  the  war,  he  could  give  satisfactory 
proof  that  George  B.  McClellan,  of  the  Fed- 
eral army,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  rebellion, 
and  during  the  preliminary  arrangements 
lor  the  organization  of  the  Confederate  army, 
had  offered  his  services  to  the  Confederate 
Government,  but  that  as  the  Confederate 
Government  had  resolved  to  give  rank  in 
preference  to  officers  formerly  in  the  United 
States  service,  according  to  seniority  of  rank, 
they  could  not  give  to  McClellan  what  he 
desired,  as  other  officers  ranked  him  in  sen- 
iority;  and  that  McClellan,  having  become 
offended  al  this,  then  offered  his  services  to 
the  United  States. 

In  December,  1802,  I  had  occasion  to  call 
on  Governor  Shorter,  of  Alabama,  who  was 
then  sojourning  at  the  Huntsville  Hotel, 
Huntsville,  Alabama.  Governor  Shorter  in- 
troduced me  to  General  Watson,  who  was 
present.  The  General  recognized  me  imme- 
diately. And,  as  the  Governor  resumed  a 
conversation  with  another  person  in  the 
room,  I  while  in  conversation  with  the  Gen- 
eral, had  occasion  to  refer  to  our  trip  to  Mo 
bile,  and  I  purposely  brought  about  the  con- 
versation in  reference  to  General  McClellan, 
and  General  Watson  reiterated  thestatement 
he  had  previously  made  in  regard  to  Mc- 
Clellan. 

In  regard  to  Clement  L  Vallandigham, 
the  Ohio  traitor,  I  will  say  that  during  his 
sojourn  at  Richmond,  he  was  repeatedly 
closeted  with  Jeff'.  Davis,  James  A.  Seddon, 
the  rebel  Secretary  of  War,  and  Judah  P. 
Benjamin,  the  rebel  Secretary  of  State. 

During  my  visit  to  Richmond  at  that 
epoch,  I  learned  from  reliable  sources  (rebel 
officials)  that  this  Ohio  traitor  had  pledged 
his  word  to  the  rebel  anrhorilies  that  it  the 
Democratic  parly  at  the  North  succeeded  in 
electing  their  candidates  at  the  next  Presi. 
dential  election,  he  would  use  all  bis  in- 
fluence to  obtain  peace  on  the  basis  of  a 
recognition  of  the  Conlcderate  States  as  a 
separate  and  independent  government. 

Morever,  during  my  slay  at  Richmond, 
having  called  on  Mr.  Benjamin,  the  Secre- 
tary ol  State,  with  a  view  to  obtain  an  inter- 
view on  business  ol  a  private  character,  I 
was  told  by  an  official  in  attendance  at  the 
Department  of  State— who,  of  course,  be 
lieved  me  to  b  a  loyal  Confederate — that  it 
was  uncertain  when  I  could  chance  to  see 
Mr.  Benjamin;  and  that  as  the  visitorof  Mr. 
Benjamin  was  Mr.  Vallandigham,  whom 
this  official  styled  the  "Ohio  refugee,"  the 
conference  might  be  protracted  to  a  late 
hour.  On  that  day,  although  1  waited  until 
after  the  hour  forj transacting  business  at 
that  depariment,  I  did  not  get  lo  aee  Mr. 
Benjamin. 

At  that  time  divers  were  the  rumors  in 
private  circles  among  the  rebels,  that  Val- 
landigham had  pledged  himself  to  the 
Confederate  cause  Of  this  the  War  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  was  informed  in  a 
report  made  by  me  and  other  Government 
agents. 

Great  was  ihe  expectation  of  the  rebels 
during  my  last  visit  within  their  lines,  if  this 
Vallandigham  faction  succeeded  in  electing 
their  candidate  to  the  Presidency. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  this  Vallandig- 
ham faction  are  the  men  who  seek  to  elect 
Geo.  B.  McClellan  to  an  office  which  none 
but  loyal  men  should  fill.

Ex  Gov  Charles  A,  Wicklifl'e,  our  readers 
all  know,  was  the  leader  ol  ihe  party  which 
last  year  took  open  ground  ngainst  the  Ui> 
ion  parly,  and  adopted  as  their  plailorm  the 
Vallandigham  nml  Wood  platform  :  "Peace 
on  any  terms,"  and  the  acknowledgement  of 
the  indedendence  of  the  South.  Mr.  Wicklifl 
ran  as  the  candidate  of  the  Kentucky  peace 
party  for  Governor,  and  proclaimed  as  the 
programme  of  himself  and  his  adherents 
opposition  to  voting  any  more  money  or  any 
more  men  to  put  down  the  rebellion.  The 
soldiers  in  the  field  were  not  to  be  paid  or 
fed;  and  they  were  to  be  left  where  they 
were,  at  ihe  mercy  ol  ihe  traitors  and  iiiaur 
gents. 

The  Louisville  Journal,  at  dial  time  was 
still  showing  Union  colors,  and  used  to  lake 
some  hard  tills  at  Mr.  Wickliffe.  One  of 
these — a  perfect  bonne  bouehe — appeared  on 
the  2'Jtli  ot  July,  1863,  and  is  given  below. 
We  do  not  intend  to  add  any  word  of  com- 
ment. Readers  know  that  at  Chicago  the 
Wickliffe  party  and  the  Journal's  party  amal- 
gamated— miscegenated,  each  agreeing  to 
be  counted  and  known  only  as  half  a  party 
— each  man  to  give  only  half  a  vole.  Since 
that  the  Journal  is  gratified  al  opportuni- 
ties of  announcing  Mr  Wieklitfe's  appoint- 
ments lo  canvass  lor  the  Chicago  peace 
anti-Union  plattorm,  and  urging  the  people 
to  go  and  hear  him.  Just  read  the  nice  mor- 
sel : 

We  did  nol  think  it  worth  while  eilher 
to  listen  to  Mr  C.  A.  Wicklilfe'a  speech  on 
Monday  night  or  to  get  a  report  of  it  We 
hear  that  he  was  excessively  vindictive  in 
his  denunciation  of  us.  We  can  readily  be 
lieve  it.  He  is  all  bitterness  Take  away 
his  bitterness,  and  there  wouldn't  be  enough 
of  him  left  to  make  a  .-mall  lap-dog.  He 
was  a  bitter  young  man.  and  he  is  a  bitter- 
er old  one.  He  first  brought  himself  into 
notice  half  a  centrury  ago  by  eating  off  a 
gentleman's  ear,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  the 
ear,  saturated  with  the  venom  of  the  fangs, 
had  been  festering  and  rotting  upon  hi 
stomach  ever  since,  making  his  breath  and 
his  words  a  public  nuisance.  Al!  the  secre- 
tions ol  tiis  body  are  in  his  biliary  ducts  and 
his  gall-bladder.  He  is  incapable  either  ol 
cherishing  attachment  or  being  the  object  of 
it.  He  has  no  more  genial  feeling  than  a 
hyena  or  a  ghoul.  His  60iil  is  a  spider  that 
sucks  poison  from  all  things  alike.  It  would 
seem  as  il,  like  Spencer's  impersonation  of 
Envy,  he  were  always  chewing  a  toad,  from 
the  manner  in  which  venom  is  forever  drip- 
ping from  his  jaws,  whilsl  inwardly  he 
"chews  his  owu  maw  "  The  bate  that  coils 
in  his  soul  has  its  echo  in  his  voice,  and 
its  photograph  in  his  lace.  A  thousand  dis- 
appointed hopes  ami  blasted  expectations 
revel  and  rage  and  madden  in  the  hell  of  his 
bosom  like  so  many  fiends  in  their  own 
scarce  fiercer  hell 

Mr  Wicklifl'e,  during  some  brief  periods 
of  his  life,  has  been  thrown  by  his  hopes  ol 
aggrandizement  into  co  operation  with  true 
and  enlightened  statesmen,  but  he  has  al- 
ways felt  himself  ill  al  ease  in  their  com- 
pany and  made  haste  lo  escape  from  it  He 
has  fell  al  home  only  among  malignant* 
and  desir  ldives.  How  melancholy  it  is  to 
contemplate  such  a  being  in  comparison 
with  a  man  like  John  J.  Crittenden,  ihe  one 
overflowing  w'.lh  all  the  best  and  noblest 
thoughts  and  affections  of  our  nature,  enjoy- 
iug  happiness  and  diffusing  il  around  him, 
and  giving  ap  his  great  and  entbusiactic 


soul  to  the  promotion  ofC  greatest  good 
of  his  country  und  of  maukind,  and  the 
other  brooding  ever  upon  evil  thoughts,  vile 
antipathies,  and  fell  conspiracies,  trusting 
nobody  n  n. I  trusted  by  nobody,  envying  the 
good  and  fearing  the  rivalry  of  the  bad, 
holding  himielt  aloof  from  all  the  sweet  and 
gentle  sympathies  of  his  race  like  a  beast 
ol  prey  living  steadily  up  through  every 
year  a  -lore  of  bitterness  lor  other  vcars, 
and  finally,  at  iiis  three  score  and  ten  or 
three  score  aud  fifteen,  prepaiing  (or  the 
close  of  his  most  unhappy  life  by  au  attempt 
to  betray  hi*  country  into  the  power  ol  an 
accursed  rebellion.  The  thought  of  what 
he  has  been  and  is,  must  be  a  coal  of  fire  in 
his  brain,  and  an  enraged  adder  in  his  heart. 
One  would  think  that  he  might  well  rejoice 
at  growing  bald,  for  he  must  feel  as  if  every 
hair  of  his  head  were  a  serpent,  like  the 
hair  of  the  Eumepides. 

We  pity  this  old  man  almost  as  much  as 
we  loathe  and  abhor  him.  There  cannot 
live,  as  Sir  Wm.  Temple  says,  a  more 
wretcln-,1  being  than  an  ill-natured  and  ma- 
liguaiu  old  man,  who  is  neither  capable  of 
receiving  pleasures,  nor  sensible  of  doing 
them  to  others.  We  advise  him,  old  as  he 
is,  and  peevish,  ulcerated,  and  querulous  as 
his  mind  may  be,  to  try  to  relorm,  and  at 
least  make  a  sacrifice  to  God  of  the  Devil's 
scanty  li  n  ings.  lest  in  his  last  hour  black 
despaii  -hall  sit  like  a  screech  owl  over  his 
head  —  Louitvit/.-  Journal,  July  29,  1863. 

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

October  1 — September  29,  the  Secretary  of 
War  tteni  to  General  Dix  the  lollowing  de- 
spatch 

A  dispatch  from  Gen  Grant  gives  a  tele- 
gram' contained  in  yesterday's  Richmond 
Whig,  dated  at  Charlottesville ,  which  says 
thai  our  cavalry  entered  Staunton  on  Mon- 
day at  8  o'clock  A.  M  that  our  forces  were 
also  at  Waynesboro ;  that  no  damage  had 
been  done  up  to  4  P.  M.,  but  that  smoke  in- 
dicated that  they  were  burning  the  railroad 
between  Christian  Creek  and  Staunton.  No 
direct  communication  has  been  had  with 
Gen.  Sheridan  for  several  days.  Couriers  to 
and  from  him  are  known  to  have  been  cap 
tared  by  the  guerrillas  that  infest  the  coun- 
try in  his  rear. 

Dispatches  to  '.f40  last  night,  have  been 
received  from  General  Sherman  at  Allan  | 
ta,  but  no  movements  at  that  point  are  re-  I 
ported. 

From  Nashville,  our  dispatches  are  loj 
9:30  last  night.  The  enemy  did  not  attack 
Kt  Pubjfki,  bul  look  the  pike  towards  Fay-  ! 
eltevili e.  ind  were  pursued  about  nine  miles  | 
by  our  cavalry.  Gen.  Rousseau  is  returning! 
with  his  infantry  to  Nashville.  Desperate  el  1 
torts  will  be  made  by  the  enemy  to  force  : 
Sherman  Irom  Atlanta  by  destroying  his 
communications 

The  draft  is  quietly  progressing  in  ail  the 
Slates,  but  volunteer  enlistments  being  more 
speedy  than  the  drall,  all  loyal  and  patriotic 
people  should  urge  forward  rapid 
ments,  in  order  lo  reinlorr.e  Sherman  and 
enable  him,  nol  only  to  hold  his  posi.ion, 
but  also,  without  delay,  to  push  on  his  cam- 
paign E.  M.  STANTON,

On  the  same  day,  he  published  the  follow- 
ing despatch  from  Gen.  Grant  :

A  despatch  from  General  Grant,  dated  3:30 
this  evening  at  City  Point,  states  that  Warren 
attacked  and  carried  the  enemy's  line  today 
on  their  extreme  right,  capturing  a  number 
of  prisoners. 

A  later  despatch,  dated  this  evening  at  3 
o'clock,  and  just  received,  says  nothing  has 
been  received  from  lien  Meade  since  he  Car- 
ried the  enemy's  line  near  the  Poplar  Grove 
church. 

No  intelligence  from  Gen.  Sheridan's  ope 
rations  has  been  received  since  Sunday  night, 
except  through  Richmond  papers,  and  the 
latest  report  from  that  source  that  has  reach 
ed  this  department  was  in  advance  of  his 
cavalry  to  Staunton  heretofore  mentioned. 
Petersburg  papers  of  to  day  mention  a  ru- 
mor which  they  say  is  not  confirmed,  that 
one  brigade  of  Sheridan's  cavalry  was  am 
bushed  at  Swill  Run  Creek. 

Despatches  from  Newbern  received  this 
evening,  state  that  yellow  lever  is  extensive- 
ly prevailing  at  that  place,  but  is  not  very 
fatal  among  the  troops  They  are  encamp 
ed  outside  the  town. 

A  despatch  from  Gen  Sherman,  dated 
8  30  o'clock  last  night  slates  that  be  has 
made  au  actual  exchange  of  2,000  of  his 
owu  army,  and  made  arrangement  with  Hood 
to  send  the  other  prisoners  a  supply  of  cloth- 
ing, soap,  towels,  etc.

Nashville,  Sept  30.  —  Forrest  on  the  night 
of  the  28th  was  at  Fayelteville,  with  nearly 
his  whole  force,  en  route  to  the  Chattanooga 
railroad.  A  small  part  ol  ihe  road  was  de 
slroyed  by  a  small  body  of  rebels.  Parties 
of  rebel  cavalry  are  scattered  along  the  line 
ol  this  railroad,  and  an  attack  is  apprehend- 
ed at  Duck  and  Elk  river  bridges 

On  the  Tennessee  and  Alabama  railroad 
all  the  bridges  and  trestles  between  Alliens 
and  Pulaski,  a  distance  ol  30  miles,  have 
been  destroyed. 
Gen.  Rousseau  was  ai  Christian  last  nighi 
During  the  night  the  telegraph  wire  was 
cut  below  that  place 

This  morning  there  ha*  been  no  commu- 
nication south  of  Mnrtreesboro 

Il  is  staled  that  private  information  has 
been  received  laier  (ban  the  above,  which 
represent  enough  troop*  al  Nashville  lo  .suc- 
cessfully defend  ihe  rilv.  and  thai  Geo 
Rousseau  i*  confident  lie  lias  enough  with 
him  to  cope  with  Forrest's  force*. 

From  Missouri  there  i*  no  connected  or 
satUlaclory  news  The  email  squads  ol 
Federal  forces  ai  different  point  a  are  tailing 
back  lo  other  points  and  concentrating.  The 
rebels  captured  a  trail,  al  Centralis  robbed 
it  and  set  it  oo  fire. 


Thirty  four  soldiers,  most  of  them  dis- 
charged veterans,  returning  home  from  At- 
lanta, were  shot  in  cold  blood  and  their  bod' 
ies  horribly  mutilated.  Mr.  Rolland,  Ex- 
press Agent  at  Centralia,  was  also  murdered, 
and  three  citizens  on  the  train  were  woun- 
ded and  left  to  burn  up  with  the  train,  which 
was  fired  and  started  off  at  lull  speed. 
About  an  hour  after  the  guerrillas  left, 
Major  Johnson,  with  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  militia  arrived  atjCentralia,  and  started 
in  pursuit.  They  were  ambushed  about 
three  miles  out,  and  ninety -six  of  their  num- 
ber, including  Major  Johnson,  were  killed. 
The  militia  were  raw  and  badly  armed. 
The  guerrillas  were  under  the  notorious  Bill 
Anderson.  This  is  the  most  atrocious  affair 
since  the  massacre  at  Lawrence. 

On  the  29th  Sept.,  at  daylight  the  rebels  at- 
tacked the  Federal  outposts  at  Ironton.  Aft- 
er stationing  their  forces,  a  signal  of  2  guns 
was  fired  from  the  mountain,  and  the  as- 
saulting force  moved  on  our  works  aud  came 
up  in  fine  style  to  the  ditch,  and  then  went 
hack  to  the  mountain  in  indecent  haste, 
leaving  1,500  killed  and  wounded.  Among 
the  latter  is  Gen.  Cabell,  one  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  two  Captains,  two  Lieutenants.  Our 
entire  loss  is  9  killed  and  60  wounded.  The 
rebels  outnumbering  the  Federals  more  than 
two  to  one,  Gen.  Ewing  blew  up  his  maga- 
zine and  brought  his  entire  command  away. 

The  latest  we  have  from  Mit-souri  is  con- 
tained in  the  following  telegram: 

St.  Louis,  Sept  10.— The  mail  ageut  ol 
the  Southwestern  Branch  Railroad  arrived 
here  to-night,  and  reports  that  Gen.  Ewing 
reached  Harrison  Station  about  10  o'clock 
last  night,  closely  pursued  by  the  enemy. 
Fighting  going  on. 

Escaped  prisoners,  who  arrived  at  DeSoto 
today,  reports  that  Pilot  Knob  is  still  held 
by  the  rebels  but  their  number  is  probably 
not  know. 

It  is  une  rstood  ibat  a  portion  ol  General 
Smith's  forces  will  start  for  Trenton,  the  in- 
tersection of  the  Pacific  and  Southwest- 
ern Railroad,  forty  miles  west  of  here  to 
night.

In  a 
word,  wo  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  tho  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  tho  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  are  to  us  the  .surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  are  with  us.
